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PREFACE. 

THE  original  list  of  which  this  is  a  revision  was  made 
for  guidance  in  the  preparation  of  the  Standard  Dictionary, 
and  adopted  after  many  competent  critics  had  expressed 
their  approval  of  it. 

In  the  preface  of  the  author's  earlier  book,  "The  Com- 
pounding of  English  Words,"  the  making  of  a  list  of  all 
common  compounds  was  said  to  be  impracticable.  The 
reason  for  that  assertion  holds  good,  and  the  present  is 
not  such  a  list.  Compounds  that  are  practically  common 
have  been  used  in  English  literature,  and  others  equally 
good  are  continually  made,  in  such  numbers  that  the  dic- 
tionaries can  never  record  all  that  are  in  current  use. 

All  terms  of  the  kind  in  question  found  in  our  fullest 
dictionaries  are  here  gathered,  besides  many  others,  with 
the  hope  that  the  list  may  be  advantageous  to  all  who 
desire  to  attain  reasonable  consistency  in  the  matter  of 
compounding.  Careful  selection  of  the  forms  most  in 
accordance  with  the  best  literary  usage  has  been  the  aim 
of  the  author,  and  he  has  endeavored  to  show  fully  the 
analogies  upon  which  the  selection  is  based. 

Many  good  writers  object  to  frequent  use  of  the  hyphen, 
but  even  they  may  find  the  list  useful — if  for  no  other 
reason,  because  of  its  record  of  common  solid  words  each 
made  of  two  words.  Our  language  has  many  such  words, 
unquestionably  correct  in  the  close  form,  that  are  fre- 
quently separated  into  two  words  in  print.  Such  separa- 
tion, in  many  cases,  should  not  be  possible  as  anything 
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but  the  merest  accident.  Continual  reference  to  a  full  list 
seems  to  promise  a  practical  reform. 

There  is  nothing  in  the  history  of  our  language  to 
indicate  a  probability  that  English  writers  will  ever 
universally  omit  the  hyphen  in  compounding.  On  the 
contrary,  our  grammarians  and  philologists  all  give 
evidence  in  favor  of  hyphened  compounds,  the  only 
difficulty  in  the  case  being  that  they  are  not  sys- 
tematic or  thorough  in  this  matter.  W.  D.  Whitney, 
for  instance,  in  his  book  on  "The  Life  and  Growth  of 
Language,"  speaks  of  "a  process  which  the  general  his- 
tory of  language  shows  to  be  more  important  than  any 
other,"  and  then  says :  "It  is  the  composition  of  words, 
the  putting  two  independent  elements  together  to  form 
a  single  designation."  He  shows  that  he  means  hyphened 
as  well  as  continuous  compounds  by  citing  rest'-day,  learn- 
ing --knights,  head-dress;  and  his  book  abounds  in  hy- 
phened compounds — many  of  them  improperly  so  written. 
Max  Miiller's  books  are  very  much  like  Professor  Whit- 
ney's in  this  respect,  and  so  are  the  works  of  all  our  best 
writers. 

Is  it  not  well,  then,  to  find  and  settle  upon  the  principles 
that  should  guide  us  in  the  use  of  the  hyphen?  These 
principles  the  author  has  tried  to  set  forth  clearly  in  uThe 
Compounding  of  English  Words."  For  the  fullest  reason- 
ing about  that  subject  of  which  he  is  capable,  inquirers 
must  be  referred  to  that  book ;  but  a  practical  work  for 
constant  reference  seemed  to  be  required,  and  this  one  is 
made  for  such  use. 


ENGLISH  COMPOUND  WORDS 
AND  PHRASES. 


CUSTOM    VERSUS    PRINCIPLE. 

Iisr  the  English,  language  it  is  very  common  to  name  a 
thing,  or  express  an  attribute,  or  assert  an  action  or  a  man- 
ner of  action,  by  omitting  minor  or  connecting  parts  of  a 
full  expression,  and  using  only  the  principal  elements  in 
more  or  less  arbitrary  association  and  frequently  in  in- 
verted order.  Thus,  instead  of  ua  box  for  hats,"  "the 
cover  of  a  book, "  "  one  who  picks  pockets, "  "  having  red 
hair,"  "  to  break  (a  colt)  to  the  halter,"  "in  the  manner 
of  one  having  a  broad  mind,"  we  select  the  most  promi- 
nent words  from  each  full  expression,  and  use  only  hat 
and  box,  book  and  cover,  pick  and  pocket,  red  and  haired 
(substituting  -ed  for  " having"),  halter  and  break,  and 
broad  and  mindedly  (substituting  -ed  for  "  having"  and 
-ly  for  "  in  the  manner  "). 

How  do  we  determine  whether  words  used  together  as  hat 
and  box  are  to  name  a  box,  or  as  any  of  the  others  instanced, 
are  to  be  written  as  two  words,  as  a  hyphened  compound, 
or  as  one  continuous  word — hat  box,  hat>box,  or  hatbox, 
etc.  \ 

The -impression  is  not  uncommon  that  "  usage  "  or  "  cus- 
tom "  determines  the  form;  and  probably  those  who  would 
answer  the  question  in  this  way  would,  on  occasion,  con- 
sult a  dictionary  to  ascertain  the  results  of  inquiry  regard- 
ing usage  or  custom  as  there  shown. 
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Unfortunately,  custom  in  this  matter  is  simply  confu- 
sion. That  this  is  true  is  amply  shown  in  the  author's 
earlier  book,  "  The  Compounding  of  English  Words,"  in 
winch  also  many  details  of  principle  and  usage  are  dis- 
cussed much  more  fully  than  is  possible  here. 

Mr.  Benjamin  Drew,  who  has  had  much  experience  both 
in  proof-reading  and  in  teaching,  says,  in  his  book  en- 
titled "  Pens  and  Types  "  : 

"To  search  for  authority,  then,  in  the  matter  of  com- 
pounding words,  will  avail  next  to  nothing.  .  .  .  Thus 
it  appears  that,  in  regard  to  compounding  (by  which  we 
mean  inserting  the  hyphen  between  the  parts  of  a  com- 
pound word),  the  proofreader  is  left  to  his  own  discretion, 
and  can  do  very  much  as  he  pleases.  He  should,  however, 
adopt  some  method  by  which  he  can  approximate  to  uni- 
formity in  his  own  work  ;  for  as  to  agreeing  with  anybody 
else,  that  is  out  of  the  question." 

Mr.  Drew  tells  the  bare  truth  in  affirming  that  our  com- 
mon dictionaries  (for  they  are  the  sources  of  authority  he 
had  chiefly  in  view)  afford  no  reasonable  guidance.  But 
proof-readers  are  not  always  left  to  their  own  discre- 
tion, for  it  was  probably  an  order  to  "follow  copy" 
which  occasioned  the  appearance  in  a  recent  book  of 
wood  pile,  woodpile,  and  woodpile  in  close  succession, 
and  which  produces  the  same  result  in  many  other 
instances. 

Probably  no  familiar  phrase  could  be  selected  which  can 
not  be  found  somewhere  written  as  a  compound  word.  A 
very  forcible  illustration  of  this  is  ab overall,  given  in 
Worcester's  dictionary  as  a  compound  adverb,  although  it 
^is  really  the  two  words  above  all,  preposition  regularly 
governing  its  noun — with  one  adverbial  meaning,  yet  never 
properly  written  as  anything  but  two  words.  Per  contra, 
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our  most  familiar  compounds  are  often  printed  with  the 
elements  separated. 

Some  of  the  most  eminent  writers  join  a  certain  pair  of 
words  into  one  by  means  of  a  hyphen,  others  equally  emi- 
nent keep  these  words  separate  although  the  meaning 
intended  to  be  conveyed  by  them  is  the  same,  and  still 
others' join  them  as  one  continuous  word.  All  the  current 
dictionaries  except  the  "Webster's  International"  have 
thunder* storm,  Appleton's  " American  Cyclopaedia"  has 
thunder  storm,  and  the  "Encyclopaedia  Britannica"  has 
thunderstorm,  and  at  least  one  of  the  other  forms,  thun- 
der-- storm.  Now,  one  of  these  three  forms  must  be  more 
reasonable  than  either  of  the  others;  and  if  the  dictionary 
does  not  determine  which  is  best,  how  is  the  person  who 
there  seeks  information  on  this  point  benefited  by  his 
quest  1 

Every  writer  chooses,  for  a  term  of  the  kind  here  dis- 
cussed, that  one  of  the  three  forms  which  he  thinks  to  be 
prescribed  by  custom;  and  custom  certainly  should  be  a 
proper  criterion  in  such  matters.  In  order,  however,  to 
be  the  basis  of  decision,  custom  should  be  founded  on 
principle.  The  difficulty  in  this  case  arises  from  the  fact 
that,  beginning  apparently  with  the  very  earliest  period 
of  the  language,  word* forms  have  been  selected  according 
to  individual  conceptions  of  custom  concerning  the  one 
term  in  hand,  without  sufficient  recognition  of  its  analogy 
with  other  like  terms.  Formulation  of  principles  has  been 
neglected  or  slighted,  so  that  no  adequate  teaching  on  the 
subject  has  been  available,  and  the  fact  that  one  combined 
term  is  commonly  written  in  a  certain  form  has  not  been, 
and  is  not  now,  universally  taken  as  an  indication  that 
another  exactly  similar  term  should  have  the  same  form. 

Of  the  makers  of  the  works  mentioned  above,  those  who 
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wrote  thunder --storm  would  doubtless  claim  that  that  is 
the  customary  form,  while  each  of  the  other  forms  would 
be  upheld  by  its  users  on  the  same  plea.  Can  all  three 
forms  be  supported  by  custom  ?  Certainly  all  three  are  in 
use,  as  are  also  three  forms  of  many  other  terms;  therefore 
the  following  paragraph  from  a  large  popular  dictionary 
may  be  nearly  (though  not  quite)  a  true  record  : 

"Paper  is  often  used  adjectively  or  in  combination, 
having  commonly  an  obvious  signification;  as  paper  cutter 
or  paper-- cutter;  paper  knife,  paper ^mie,  or  paperkuife', 
paper  maker,  paper*m&ker,  or  papermaker-,  paper  mill  or 
paper-mill',  paper  weight,  paper* weight,  or  paperweight, 
etc." 

From  the  fact  that  in  each  instance  the  two*word  form 
is  the  first  given,  we  may  conclude  that  the  writer  'of  the 
paragraph  prefers  that  form;  but  we  can  not  tell  why. 
What  was  his  reason  for  noting  papermaTcer  as  a  solid 
word,  and  not  paper  cutter  or  papermill  ?  The  form  is  as 
good  for  any  one  as  for  either  of  the  others.  Where  did 
he  find  paperTcnife  in  print  ?  Why  oes  not  the  same 
dictionary  tell  us  that  lioney  suckle  has  been  printed 
as  two  words  ?  Why  does  it  not  mention  golden  rod — the 
name  of  a  plant,  and  not  a  rod  at  all — as  two  words  (so 
found  in  some  newspapers)  ? 

Of  course,  however,  the  dictionary  can  not  tell  in  indi- 
vidual entries  why  the  forms  given  are  preferred,  and  the 
only  possible  basis  for  a  reasonably  consistent  practical 
record  is  principle. 

The  accompanying  list  of  word  forms  is  based  upon  a 
close  inductive  study  of  principles.  Many  terms  of  all 
possible  constructions  were  selected  from  a  wide  range  of 
standard  literature,  and  classified  analogically,  with  the 
result  here  shown.  It  is  believed  that  every  form  given 
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is  analogically  indicated  by  usage,  and  that  most  of  the 
forms  actually  predominate  in  usage. 

Necessarily  the  list  embodies  some  seeming  inconsisten- 
cies. Many  words  taking  one  form  may  seem  at  first 
thought  to  be  just  the  same  in  nature  as  some  others  that 
have  here  a  different  form,  and  yet  still  another  and  a 
larger  selection  of  terms  shows  a  much  closer  analogy  to 
those  in  question.  The  closest  analogy  has  been  sought  in 
all  cases  as  the  basis  for  similarity  of  form.  Absolute 
logical  consistency,  however,  is  impossible. 

A    FEW    IMPORTANT    HISTORICAL    FACTS. 

IN  the  very  beginning  of  our  written  language  some 
words  were  used  together,  just  as  they  are  now,  in  locu- 
tions so  different  from  their  rulable  association  that  pairs 
were  frequently  united  in  form,  and  treated  as  one  word 
made  by  joining  two — one  compound  word.  It  has  been 
asserted  that  in  making  these  joinings  our  forefathers 
never  used  the  hyphen,  and  that  this  mark  is  a  modern 
innovation.  Research  does  not  confirm  this  opinion. 

Our  etymological  dictionaries  and  our  books  on  gram- 
mar contain  many  Anglo-Saxon  compounds  as  written 
with  hyphens,  though  whether  as  actually  copied  from 
the  manuscripts  or  not  is  somewhat  uncertain. 

Tyrwhitt's  edition  of  Chaucer — presumably  the  best 
edition  as  to  preservation  of  Chaucer's  own  word-forms — 
contains  many  hyphened  compound  words.  Some  of  these 
forms  noted  at  the  time  of  writing  are  notJied  (nut-head), 
wood'-craft,  out-.rider,  love*7cnotte,  fote>mantel  (foot* 
mantle),  gat*tothed  (gat* toothed),  nose--t7iirles  (nostrils), 
even* song,  box* tree,  arm>gret  (arm*great),  out*renne  (out- 
run), barme-'dotTie,  cole*black,  Pater  *noster,  Vaine*glorie; 
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and  there  are  many  others.  It  is  noticeable,  however,  that 
Chaucer's  language  is  so  constructed  that  compounding  is 
comparatively  little  needed.  Chaucer  also  wrote  many 
continuous  compounds,  as  baggepipe,  plowman,  quick- 
silver, brimston,  fourteniglit;  and  a  term  now  thoroughly 
familiar  in  the  continuous  form  appears  as  two  words  in 
his  twelve  month. 

Our  etymological  dictionaries  record  most  of  the  com- 
pound words  of  the  Middle  English  period  in  the  continu- 
ous form ;  but  it  is  reasonable  to  conclude  that  the 
hyphen  was  frequently  used  in  compounding. 

A  photographed  facsimile  of  the  Shakespeare  folio  of 
1623  has  hyphened  compounds  on  almost  every  page, 
among  which  are  eyeball,  Noone*lide,  Rye-'Straw,  Sea* 
marge,  lieart  strings,  fore-head,  after  ^love,  over*taketh, 
Mill'-wheeles ,  Bore^spritt  (bowsprit),  sea*sorrow,  mid* 
night,  grand*mother,  top-Maste,  bote^swaine,  7iony*combe, 
sea  change,  non>pareill,  Viceroy es,  pouncet>box,  Brine* 
pits,  on-'Set,  Male*content,  Water  *spaniell,  Waiting--Gen- 
tlewoman. 

Chaucer's  writing  and  Shakespeare's  were  very  much 
alike  in  this  respect.  Both  poets  wrote  many  hyphened 
compounds,  and  it  is  unreasonable  to  suppose  that  they 
were  simply  whimsical  in  so  doing,  because  their  words 
are  quite  systematic. 

No  writing  of  the  highest  rank  as  to  style  or  idiom  has 
been  found  by  the  author,  in  any  period  of  our  literature, 
in  which  expressions  of  the  kind  under  discussion  are 
systematically  printed  in  the  separated  form.  On  the 
other  hand,  none  has  appeared  in  which  such  terms  are 
systematically  shown  in  the  continuous  form,  though 
there  are  and  have  been  writers  who  insist  that  when 
words  are  joined  at  all  they  should  have  that  form.  Dr. 
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Latham  gave  in  his  dictionary  many  such  forms  that 
never  had  any  currency,  and  the  following  paragraph  from 
the  author's  earlier  book,  "  The  Compounding  of  English 
"Words,"  exhibits  some  curious  work  of  this  kind  by 
another  lexicographer. 

"No  dictionary  of  English  has  yet  exhibited  the  lan- 
guage precisely  in  the  forms,  throughout  its  range,  which 
even  the  maker  himself  would  use  in  writing,  unless  it 
might  have  been  so  in  the  case  of  a  work  published  by  a 
Mr.  Jodrell  in  1820,  entitled  i  Philology  on  the  English 
Language.'  Mr.  Jodrell  evidently  thought  that  a  term 
made  of  two  words,  if  joined  at  all,  should  be  solidified 
into  one  continuous  word.  His  work  was  made  as  supple- 
mentary to  the  other  dictionaries  of  his  time — to  explain 
terms  not  given  in  them — and  he  gave  such  one  *  word  forms 
as  battlepainting,  camelswallower,  courtparasite,  deep- 
projecting,  fellowcandidate,  foundlinghospital,  island- 
empress,  lately  pur  chased,  marriagesettlement,  promon- 
tory shoulder,  procurationmoney,  pulpit sophistry,  rest- 
lessr oiling,  stagegesture,  tapestryhanging,  and  almost 
countless  others  just  as  odd ;  and  he  even  gave  this  solid 
form  to  all  such  words  in  quotations  from  authors  who 
undoubtedly  had  written  the  terms  as  hyphened  com- 
pounds in  some  instances  and  as  two  words  in  others." 

It  seems  needless  to  say  that  Mr.  Jodrell  never  found 
any  support  in  literature  for  his  oddities.  His  work  appa- 
rently died  a  very  natural  early  death. 

All  the  weight  of  the  best  usage  favors  the  insertion  of 
a  hyphen  between  certain  words  under  certain  circum- 
stances. Also,  usage  favors  the  retention  of  the  hyphen 
in  certain  joinings,  with  no  reasonable  possibility  of 
change  to  the  continuous  form. 
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WHAT    IS    THE    REASONABLE    BASIS    FOR 
COMPOUNDING  ? 

ACCENTUATION  in  pronouncing  the  pairs  of  words  most 
commonly  joined  in  form  differs  so  much,  and  so  natu- 
rally, from  that  of  pairs  commonly  left  separated,  that 
many  writers  have  mistakenly  accepted  pronunciation  as 
a  guide  in  deciding  the  proper  form.  Under  ordinary  cir- 
cumstances, for  instance,  a  noun  following  an  adjective  is 
pronounced  with  a  stress  easily  noted  as  stronger  than 
that  of  the  adjective  ;  if  the  stronger  accentuation  is  given 
to  the  adjective,  it  is  generally  so  by  way  of  emphasis. 
Thus,  we  speak  of  a  good  boy1  and  of  a  prom"inent  man, 
when  not  contrasting  two  of  different  character  or  stand- 
ing ;  but  in  emphasizing  the  boy's  character,  as  by  way  of 
contrast,  we  say  good'  boy,  and  in  emphasizing  the  man's 
prominence  we  say  prom'inent  man". 

Emphasis  and  accent  should  be  carefully  distinguished. 
Emphasis  is  occasional ;  accent  is  permanent. 

Taking  the  names  made  by  omitting  particles  from 
phrases,  as  instanced  above,  we  find  the  accent  always  falls 
naturally  on  the  first  element  in  the  pair — Jiat1  box,  book1 
cover,  pick*  pock" 'et,  red'  haired,  broad'  mind"edly ;  and 
this  recession  of  accent,  which  is  a  permanent  feature  of 
the  spoken  words,  has  been  taken  as  making  each  pair  be- 
come one  word  in  speech.  Presence  or  absence  of  the  hy- 
phen in  writing  the  words  makes  no  difference.  The  word 
liyplien  means  literally  "  into  one,"  and  in  its  current 
nominal  use  "that  which  marks  the  fact  that  two  or  more 
elements  are  joined  or  compounded  so  as  to  be  one  word." 

Writers  who  have  made  rules  based  on  accentuation 
have  usually  to  some  extent  presupposed  that  their  read- 
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ers  know  when  a  compound  form  is  to  be  written,  and 
their  rules  distinguish  between  hyphened  and  continuous 
compounds  only.  No  note,  or  almost  none,  seems  to  have 
been  made  of  the  fact  that  there  are  two  kinds  of  forms  in 
which  the  hyphen  is  not  used. 

Soule  and  Wheeler's  "Manual  of  English  Pronunciation 
and  Spelling  "  gives  such  rules  as  follows  : 

"When  each  of  the  parts  of  a  compound  word  is  pro- 
nounced with  a  distinct  accent,  they  should  be  joined  with 
a  hyphen." 

"When  one  of  the  words  of  which  a  compound  is 
formed  is  pronounced  without  a  distinct  accent,  no  hyphen 
should  be  inserted  between  them." 

Yery  plausible  these  rules  seem  before  testing  them  ; 
but  their  authors  did  not  apply  them  in  their  own  work, 
as  witness  words  from  their  vocabulary  in  the  same  book 
—blameworthy,  thankworthy,  flapdragon,  bookbinder, 
loveletter,  noteworthy,  sea--worthy,  snap-dragon,  sea* 
farer,  water*wort,  glasshouse,  lifeblood,  milkpail,  scarf  - 
skin,  bull-- dog,  firefly,  hill-- side,  keyboard. 

In  Drew's  "Pens  and  Types"  the  same  direction  is 
given  thus  : 

"Perhaps  as  good  a  rule  as  can  be  laid  down  on  this 
subject  is  to  close  up  the  word  when  compounding  changes 
the  accentuation ;  otherwise,  insert  the  hyphen.  Thus, 
'  quartermaster '  has  a  different  accentuation  from  the  two 
words  '  quarter  master';  therefore  make  one  word  of  it, 
without  the  hyphen.  '  Head*assistant '  is  accented  like 
the  two  words  'head  assistant,' — therefore  insert  the 
hyphen.  By  this  rule  '  schoolhouse  '  and  '  blackboard ' 
should  be  severally  closed  up ;  '  salt-mine '  takes  the 
hyphen, — 'saltsea'  (adjective)  does  not." 

Nothing  could  bring  out  more  plainly  than  this  citation 
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the  fact  that  its  author  does  not  afford  reasonable  guid- 
ance. The  two  words  quarter  master  are  never  used  as 
two  words,  and  therefore  have  no  accentuation  as  such. 
There  is  no  reason  whatever  for  writing  7iead>assistant, 
although  it  is  sometimes  so  written.  Mr.  Drew's  rule 
properly  applied  would  give  saltmine  and  salt* sea — the 
reverse  of  his  own  forms. 

Many  philologists  insist  that  some  of  our  most  familiar 
and  fully  established  compound  words  have  no  disparity 
of  accent,  and  this  amounts  simply  to  an  assertion  that 
in  speech  each  of  the  terms  in  question  constitutes  two 
words.  This  fact  and  the  other  facts  noted  of  misappli- 
cation of  rules  seem  to  indicate  clearly  that  accent  can  not 
be  taken  as  the  only  guide  to  the  formation  of  compound 
words. 

The  alternative,  here  accepted  and  applied,  is  purely 
grammatical. 

PRINCIPLES    AND    RULES. 

COMPARISON  of  forms  as  found  in  the  best  literature  dis- 
closes, as  regards  differences  of  sense  conveyed  in  the 
three  forms  (two  words,  hyphened  compound,  and  con- 
tinuous compound),  distinctions  like  the  following :  iron 
fence,  a  fence  made  of  iron  ;  iron*saw,  a  saw  used  to  cut 
iron;  ironwood,  a  tree  with  wood  like  iron.  The  first  of 
these  terms  is  an  adjective  and  a  noun — the  fence 
itself  is  noted  as  differing  in  composition  from  other 
fences  ;  the  second  is  two  nouns  in  literal  sense — the  saw 
is  not  described  in  the  name  (it  might  be  any  kind  of  saw, 
except  arbitrarily,  so  far  as  the  name  indicates),  and  iron 
is  merely  the  name  of  what  is  cut ;  the  third  is  an  adjec- 
tive and  a  noun  combined  in  a  very  arbitrary  use,  naming 
neither  iron  nor  wood,  but  a  tree. 
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These  distinctions  are  not  artificial  inventions,  but  are 
shown  predominatingly  in  the  language  as  it  is  actually 
written.  Anything  bordered  with  lace  has  a  lace  border, 
the  bordering  pattern  on  figured  lace  is  a  lace^order,  and 
a  certain  moth  is  called  a  laceborder  because  its  wings  have 
Iace4ike  borders.  The  head  of  a  sheep  is  a  sheep's  Jiead, 
a  certain  porgy  with  some  resemblance  to  a  sheep' s  head 
is  called  sheep  ^S'-Jiead  porgy,  and  another  fish  with  such 
resemblance  is  called  the  slieepsliead.  A  house  for  chil- 
dren to  play  with  is  a  toy  liouse,  and  a  business  house 
dealing  in  toys  is  a  toy*7iouse.  Other  distinctions,  vary- 
ing with  the  grammatical  variation,  are  generally  analogous 
to  these,  and  analogy  indicates  the  following 

GENERAL   PRINCIPLES. 

1st.  That  all  words  should  be  separate  when  used  in 
regular  grammatical  relation  and  construction,  unless 
they  are  jointly  applied  in  some  arbitrary  way. 

2d.  That  abnormal  association  of  words  generally 
indicates  unification  in  sense,  and  hence  compounding 
in  form. 

3d.  That  no  expression  in  the  language  should  ever 
be  changed  from  two  or  more  words  into  one  (either 
hyphened  or  solid)  without  change  of  sense. 

RULES    FOR  COMPOUND   NOUNS. 

Rule  1.— Two  nouns  used  together  as  one  name,  in 
such  a  way  that  the  first  does  not  convey  a  descriptive 
or  attributive  sense,  or  so  that  the  two  are  not  in  appo- 
sition, form  a  compound  noun. 

Seeming  Exceptions. 

Nearly  all  uses  in  which  nouns  might  seem  to  be  excep- 
tions to  this  rule  if  left  separate  are  provided  for  in  the 
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clause  "in  such  a  way  that  the  first  does  not  convey  a 
descriptive  or  attributive  sense."  When  the  first  of  a  pair 
of  nouns  does  represent  such  a  sense  the  two  should  not 
be  connected  in  form,  either  by  a  hyphen  or  continuously. 

Many  English  nouns  are  placed  before  other  nouns  to 
give  ideas  that  would  be  expressed  by  the  use  of  adjec- 
tives if  we  had  the  adjectives  ;  and  whenever  this  effect  is 
real  in  the  use  of  a  pair  of  nouns,  even  to  the  extent  of 
straining  a  point  to  make  it  so,  the  first  of  the  pair  is 
reasonably  held  to  be  an  adjective.  In  such  a  name  as 
book* cover  this  is  not  the  case,  there  being  no  possibility 
of  any  adjective  construing  of  book  /  the  name  is  simply 
an  elliptical  inversion  of  cover  of  a  book,  and  book  and 
cover  are,  in  this  joint  use,  two  nouns  compounded  into 
one.  Such  is  the  true  standing  of  all  pairs  used  in  the 
same  way,  as  hat*box,  grape* sugar,  rifle-ball,  pistol-shot, 
sewing-machine,  office* seeker,  etc.  These  are  teal  com- 
pounds, from  a  grammatical  point  of  view,  no  matter  how 
they  are  written.  Business  man,  insane  asylum,  insane 
pavilion)  cold  wave,  and  hot  wave  are  a  few  terms  coming 
closest  to  being  real  exceptions  to  the  rule ;  but,  though 
each  of  them  is  commonly  spoken  like  one  word,  with  the 
stress  on  the  first  of  the  pair,  it  would  be  pedantic  to  insist 
upon  the  compounding  of  any  of  them. 

Some  uses  in  which  the  first  of  two  nouns  really  stands 
as  an  adjective  are  as  follows  : 

1.  With  the  sense  "made  of,"  as  in  silk  dress,  brick 
house,  feather  bed,  pumpkin  pie,  stone  wall,  etc. 

2.  With  the  sense  "having  the  shape  or  the  character 
or  quality  of,"  as  in  barrel  vault,  alligator  forceps,  com- 
panion picture,  he  bear,  man  milliner,  man  servant,  boy 
bishop,  bull  calf,    brother  officer,  fellow  citizen,  mesh 
structure,  etc. 
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3.  With  the  sense  "  pertaining  to,  suitable  for,  or  repre- 
senting," as  in  parlor  clock,  city  officer,  district  attorney, 
government    employee,     railroad    company,    insurance 
office,  churcli  furniture,  etc. 

4.  With  the  sense  "  characterized  by,"  as  in  diamond 
ring,  cylinder  press,  cupola  furnace,  etc. 

5.  With  the  sense   ''situated  in,  having  a  character 
naturally  implied  from  situation  or  connection,"  as  in 
mountain  streams,   country  gentleman,  ocean  steamer, 
school  etiquette,  society  manners,  etc. 

[In  specific  names  of  this  kind,  however,  compounding 
is  indicated  by  the  fact  of  specification,  which  is  merely 
naming;  and  for  some  common  compounds  other  than 
such  purely  specifying  names  no  reason  is  apparent,  unless 
accent  be  here  taken  as  a  reason,  or  unless  we  conclude 
that  the  indefinable  border-line  that  exists  in  all  human 
affairs  is  here  encountered.  Thus  (1)  we  have  sea--anem- 
one,  sea-gull,  field-mouse,  Jiouse-fly,  mountain-- fringe 
(a  plant),  etc.,  and,  (2)  while  we  say  and  write  as  two 
words  o"cean  steam' er,  we  say  as  one  word  wa'ter* 
an"imal,  and  it  should  be  so  written.] 

6.  With  the  sense  "acting  in  support  of,  advocating," 
as  in  Jackson  voters,  silver  advocates,  silver  man,  pro- 
liibition  speaker,  etc. 

7.  With  the  sense  "residing,  existing,  or  originating  in, 
or  coming  from  (a  place),"  as  in  Brooklyn  politics,  Batli 
brick,  New  York  scJiools,  Florida  oranges,  etc. 

8.  With  the  sense  "originated  or  made  by,   or  named 
after,"  as  in  Armstrong  gun,  Williams  College,  etc. 

Apposition.—  Placing  two  nouns  in  apposition  is  very 
nearly  the  same  in  effect  as  using  the  first  as  an  adjective, 
the  difference  being  that  in  a  case  of  real  apposition  either 
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word  may  be  used  alone  for  the  thing  named,  as  in  mon- 
arch oak,  knight  templar,  knight  companion,  etc. 

No  term  strictly  analogical  with  any  of  the  above  enumer- 
ation should  be  compounded. 

Sub*rule  I.  When  the  sense  is  clearly  literal,  the  two 
nouns  are  commonly  joined  by  a  hyphen. 

Notes.— (I)  The  only  possible  rule  for  two  nouns  used 
jointly,  each  with  its  primary  naming  sense,  is  simply  that 
they  form  a  compound  word,  and  should  not  be  written  as 
two  words ;  but  the  number  of  such  terms  commonly 
written  without  the  hyphen  is  comparatively  small, 
though  some  others  may  become  solid  through  establish- 
ment in  familiar  use,  and  occasionally  one  may  be  prop- 
erly a  solid  word  from  the  start,  because  some  name 
closely  analogous  is  a  solid  word.  Thus  hat*box,  paint* 
brush,  salt-mine,  slaughter-house,  thunder* shower,  etc., 
are  hyphened  compounds,  each  being  simply  two  nouns 
selected  from  a  phrase  like  "  box  for  a  hat  (or  for  hats)," 
and  should  always  remain  so ;  eyelid,  sunbeam,  and 
many  others  at  least  apparently  similar  to  those  above, 
are  established  as  solid  words ;  and  guncotton  was  a 
perfectly  justifiable  form  the  first  time  the  name  was 
used,  because  gunpowder  was  already  an  established 
form. 

(2)  Some  words  are  so  frequently  used  after  and  in  inti- 
mate union  with  others,  in  a  way  that  somewhat  general- 
izes them  in  sense,  that  they  are  instinctively  treated  as  if 
they  were  mere  suffixes,  and  the  unified  term  is  written  in 
solid  form.  Among  these  are  boy  as  \i\.footboy,  cowboy, 
etc. ;  man  as  in  coachman,  footman,  hackman,  etc. ;  stick 
as  in  candlestick  and  drumstick ;  stand  as  in  inkstand; 
tree  as  in  axletree,  crosstree,  etc. ;  weed  as  in  milkweed, 
seaweed,  etc. ;  icork  as  in  brickwork,  clockwork,  etc. ;  ware 
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as  in  earthenware,  cJiinaware,  etc.;  way  as  in  railway, 
speedway,  stairway,  etc. 

(3)  Some  other  words  are  so  commonly  used  as  the  latter 
element  in  many  special  names,  that  the  names  are  always 
compounded,  mostly  with  the  hyphen.  Some  of  these 
names  are  blacJMrd,  canary-bird,  etc. ;  blackfisJi,  gold- 
fisli  (all  specific  names  with  fis li  and  another  monosyllable 
are  made  continuous  in  our  list),  balloon*fis7i,  etc. ;  apple* 
sliell,  needle^ sliell,  etc. ;  appledree,  pear-tree,  etc. 

$ub*rule  2.  When  the  application  is  purely  arbitrary,  as  in 
arrowhead,  a  plant  with  leaves  like  arrowheads,  as  in  cotton- 
wood,  a  tree,  etc.,  the  joining  should  be  close — with  no  hyphen. 

Rule  II.— Every  name  apparently  composed  of  a  plain 
noun  and  a  noun  of  agent  or  a  verbal  noun,  but  really 
conveying  the  sense  of  a  phrase  with  the  suffix  -er,  -or, 
or  -ing  added,  should  be  -written  as  a  compound. 

Note. — Some  such  names  are  written  continuously  (as 
liousekeeper,  sJioemaJcer},  and  almost  any  short  one  may 
become  established  in  that  form ;  but  the  only  rule  that 
can  be  formulated  is  that  such  a  name  should  not  be  writ- 
ten as  two  words,  no  matter  how  new  it  is  nor  how  long. 

Rule  III.— Many  possessive  phrases  are  used  as  spe- 
cific names,  mostly  of  plants,  and  in  such  use  the  phrase 
becomes  a  compound  word. 

Notes. — (1)  Such  names  have  not  appeared  in  print  sys- 
tematically as  compounds,  even  books  in  which  some  of 
them  are  joined  containing  others  in  the  two^word  form. 
In  most  dictionaries  they  are  all  compounded,  mainly  with 
a  hyphen  ;  but  here,  as  in  other  cases,  most  dictionaries 
are  inconsistent.  The  "Webster's  International  Diction- 
ary" gives  fiftysfour  hyphened  compounds  like  lear's^ear, 
bear's  foot,  wolj-'s-foot,  crane' s*bill,  parrot' s-bill,  hare' s>tail, 
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and  cat  's4ail,  all  names  of  plants.  Other  plant*names  in  the 
same  work  are  elephant 's  ear,  goat  's  foot,  lion  's  foot,  heron 's 
bill,  stork  's  Mil,  lion 's  tail;  there  are  at  least  seventy  in  this 
form.  Probably  the  inconsistency  is  based  upon  the  fact 
that  literature  is  inconsistent ;  but  there  is  evidence  of  edi- 
torial recognition  of  analogy  in  the  fact  that  all  such  names 
with  the  same  possessive  word  are  treated  similarly.  Thus, 
'bear'9  screech,  bear's*ear,  bear's  foot,  and  bear's  paw,  all  names 
with  cat 's,  and  all  with  dog 's  are  hyphened,  while  all  with 
goat's,  lady's,  lion's,  etc.,  are  given  in  the  separated  form. 
Analogy  in  the  latter  part  of  such  terms,  and  in  the  term 
as  a  whole,  is  ignored. 

The  evil  of  this  is  that  it  affords  no  guide  to  a  decision 
but  the  remembering  of  arbitrary  differences,  which  is  no 
guide  at  all.  Such  names  should  all  have  the  same  form, 
except  as  noted  in  the  next  paragraph. 

(2)  Some,  though  comparatively  few,  of  these  names 
have  already  become  established  as  continuous  words. 
Prominent  instances  of  solidifying  are  ratsbane,  sheeps- 
Tiead.  A  form  not  so  thoroughly  established  is  catspaw, 
instead  of  which  cat  's*paw  is  often  used.  Catspaw  has, 
however,  sufficient  currency  to  support  it  as  a  preferred 
form. 

Rule  IV.— Any  phrase  used  as  a  specific  name,  in  any 
arbitrary  application  not  simply  figurative,  is  properly 
in  that  use  a  compound  noun. 

Notes. — (1)  The  commonest  names  covered  by  this  rule 
consist  of  an  adjective  and  a  noun  in  arbitrary  specific 
application;  as,  blackberry,  a  certain  black  berry;  blue- 
coat,  a  person  wearing  a  blue  coat.  All  short  names  like 
these  (with  possibly  a  few  exceptions)  should  have  the 
solid  form. 

(2)  In  speaking  of  a  woman  as  queen  of  the  prairie, 
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the  idea  of  an  actual  queen  is  presented  in  a  merely 
figurative  application;  in  using  the  same  phrase  as  a  spe- 
cific name  for  a  plant,  the  same  kind  of  figurative  appli- 
cation is  made,  but  so  arbitrarily  that  compounding  is 
indicated — queen*of*the*prairie.  A  familiar  name  of  this 
kind  is  forget  me-not,  always  written  with  the  hyphens. 
The  reason  for  the  use  of  hyphens  in  this  name  is  equally 
applicable  to  any  other  name  like  it. 

Rule  V. — A  pair  of  words  used  as  one  name,  of  which 
the  second  is  a  noun,  but  the  first  is  not  really  an  adjec- 
tive, should  be  compounded, 

Notes. — (1)  The  reason  of  this  rule  is  the  same  as  that 
of  the  first  rule.  If  the  first  word  of  a  pair  really  quali- 
fies, it  should  remain  a  separate  word — it  is  an  adjective; 
if  it  does  not  inherently  note  quality,  position,  character- 
istic, or  limitation,  it  is  not  an  adjective.  Thus  we 
have  such  compounds  as  foster* brother,  'know-nothing 
(foster  and  know  are  verbs),  down*town,  uptown,  after* 
consideration,  after --ages  (down,  up,  and  after  are 
prepositions),  etc. ;  but  in  down  train,  through  passenger, 
and  all  really  similar  terms,  the  first  word  is  a  qualifier 
and  properly  separate — the  sense  is  "downward  (down- 
going)  train/'  "  through*going  passenger,"  etc. 

(2)  Many  familiar  continuous  compounds  consist  of  a 
verb  and  an  objective  noun;  as,  pickpocket,  'breakwater, 
catchpenny,  etc.  No  such  term  should  have  any  other 
form,  except  that  occasionally  a  hyphen  may  well  enough 
be  used  because  of  unfamiliarity  or  awkward  appearance 
as  a  solid  word.  Thus,  one  who  interferes  with,  the  plea- 
sure of  others  has  been  called  a  spoil-sport,  and  might 
be  called  a  mar*pleasure,  mar-' sport,  or  spoil*pleasure; 
for  a  scribbler  the  name  spoil'-paper  has  been  used,  and 
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for  a  malicious  person  spit-poison.  All  established  solid 
words  of  this  kind  are  given  in  the  list. 

Rule  VI. — Any  two  words  other  than  nouns  should  be 
compounded  when  arbitrarily  associated  as  a  name. 

Note. — The  continuous  form  is  most  usual  in  such  join- 
ings, as  lockup,  breakdown,  outlook,  lookout,  etc.;  but 
the  hyphen  is  sometimes  inserted,  generally  for  an  obvious 
reason,  as  in  make-up,  tie-up,  shake-up,  etc. 

Rule  VII.— A  noun  or  an  adjective  made  by  adding  a 
suffix  to  a  proper  name  composed  of  two  words  should 
be  compounded ;  as,  an  East-Indian,  a  New-Yorker. 

Note. — The  names  without  inflection  should  never  be 
compounded.  Thus,  a  New  York  man,  East  India  Com- 
pany, etc. 

COMPOUNDS    OTHER    THAN    NOUNS. 

Rule. — Any  pair  or  series  of  words  arbitrarily  asso- 
ciated, in  a  joint  sense  not  properly  inherent  in  them 
as  separate  words,  should  be  compounded. 

Note.— This  rule  really  covers  all  compounding,  includ- 
ing that  of  nominal  words;  and  the  analogies  shown  under 
the  rules  for  nouns  apply  equally  well  all  through,  with 
slight  change  according  to  the  part  of  speech  under  con- 
sideration. The  following  are  a  few  special  points  : 

1.  When  like  placed    after  a  noun    simply  indicates 
resemblance  to  the  thing  named,  a  hyphen  is  used  in  the 
compound;  but  all  compounds  in  which  like  has  a  force 
similar  to  that  of  the  suffix  -ly  are  continuous — as  warlike, 
businesslike,  etc.,  meaning  "like  that  which  pertains  to 
business,"  etc.     Similar  distinction  is  equally  reasonable 
in  any  similar  case. 

2.  Compound  adjectives  containing  an  adjective  or  a 
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noun  as  first  element,  and  a  participle  or  a  participial 
form  as  the  second,  are  usually  written  with  a  hyphen; 
as,  feeble-minded,  hard-hearted,  close  mouthed,  hammer -- 
headed,  etc.  Some  very  familiar  words  of  this  kind  are 
always  written  continuously,  and  some  others  may  well 
enough  be  so  written,  especially  when  used  not  far  from 
a  similar  word  familiar  in  the  solid  form.  All  that  appear 
to  have  been  used  by  the  best  writers  as  solid  words  are  so 
given  in  the  list. 

3.  An  adjective  and  a  participle  used  jointly  are  just  as 
properly  a  compound  in  the  predicate  as  in  the  attributive 
position.  Thus,  we  should  write  "the  man  was  good-- 
looking" (as  every  one  does  write  "&  goocklooTcing  man"), 
"her  hair  is  jet*black"  "it  went  up  s7cy*Mg?i"  etc.  In 
the  first  of  these  uses,  the  error  of  separation — as,  "the 
man  was  good  looking" — is  not  very  uncommon;  but  there 
is  no  reason  for  a  difference. 
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HOW    THE    LIST    IS    MADE. 

IN  selecting  forms  for  the  list,  the  fact  that  English 
writers  and  English  readers  object  to  very  frequent 
hyphening  has  been  duly  recognized ;  but  another  fact 
has  also  claimed  and  received  recognition — that  all  writers 
use  some  compound  words,  and  the  only  means  of  know- 
ing when  to  compound  is  analogy.  Thus,  because  hat  box 
is  a  compound  is  a  sufficient  reason  for  so  writing  coal*l>ox, 
paper*box,  pillbox,  and  all  other  such  names  of  boxes ; 
and  because  the  boxes  are  so  treated  is  a  sufficient  reason 
for  similarly  treating  names  of  other  things. 

Naturally,  this  reasoning  applied  all  through  the  lan- 
guage gives  many  compound  words  ;  but  a  good  means  of 
avoiding  their  frequent  use  in  ordinary  writing,  and  to 
some  extent  even  in  technical  matter,  is  available  in  the 
use  of  the  full  phrases  instead  of  compounds.  Thus,  it  is 
better  to  write  " speed  of  a  lathe"  than  to  write  "lathe* 
speed,"  "a  body  of  bishops"  is  much  better  than 
" bishop*body,"  and  " arm  of  a  chair"  is  at  least  some- 
times better  than  "  chair-- arm."  Full  phrases  may  be 
used  advantageously  even  instead  of  very  familiar  com- 
pounds of  this  kind. 

Following  are  explanations  of  the  peculiarities  in  the 
list: 

1.  Some  terms  properly  written  as  separated  words  are  in- 
cluded, in  some  cases  merely  for  exemplification,  in  others 
because  of  frequent  mistaken  compounding  in  literature. 
The  list  is  by  no  means  full  as  regards  such  terms. 

2,  Words  marked  with  an  asterisk  (as  Aaron  's*beard*) 
are  compounds  in  their  purely  arbitrary  application  only. 
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Tims,   Adfon' s*beard  is  the  name  of  a  plant;  for  "the 
beard  of  Aaron,"  Aaron's  beard  should  be  written. 

3.  Where  an  obelisk(f)  is  used,  with  a  word  ending  in 
-er  or  -ing,   the  word  having  the  other  suffix  takes  the 
same  form  as  the  one  with  which  the  mark  is  given.     Thus, 
'body*snatclier\  indicates  body  ^snatching  to  be  the  proper 
form. 

4.  The  double  obelisk  is  used  after  the  word  after*  ages 
as  a  reminder  that  in  the  normal  use  of  the  preposition 
and  noun  the  words  should  be  separate  ;  as,  "after  ages 
had  gone  by,"  etc.     This  mark  is  used  but  once  in  the  list, 
but  the  fact  noted  by  it  applies  in  all  similar  cases. 

5.  Since  every  word  made  of  an  adjective  or  noun  and 
another  element  ending  in  -ed,  or  with  any  participle  as 
the  second  element,  is  written  as  a  compound,  the  list 
gives  one  such  word  in  each  instance,  with  "etc."  to  indi- 
cate that  all  others  should  have  the  same  form.     "Etc." 
is  added  sometimes  simply  to  provide  for  possible  words 
that  may  be  made  at  any  time. 

6.  The  explanatory  parentheses  given  with  some  names, 
as  "  a  plant "  or  "a  fish,"  are  intended  to  indicate  in  each 
instance  "the  name  of  a  particular  species  "  or  "  of  a  kind 
with  peculiar  characteristics." 

7.  Such  a  parenthesis  with  "etc."  indicates  that  the 
name  is  used  for  other  things  also  ;  thus,  graybacJc  is  used 
for  a  man,  a  snipe,  a  body4ouse,  a  whale,  and  two  kinds 
of  duck. 

8.  When  a  word  ending  with  flower  has  "  (plant) "  after 
it,  the  meaning  is  that  the  name  is  given  to  the  plant  and 
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not  merely  to  the  flower.     Thus.   ![<>  ^  is  the  name 

of  a  plant  as  well  as  of  its  flower. 

9.  Terms  without  explanation  should  always  have  the 
form  given  in  the  list. 

10.  Words  like  clt  ndis7i*miii  I  are  omitted.   They 
should  have  the  same  form  as  the  word  without  the  suffix 


11.  No  one  should  decide  that  compounding  is  not  indi- 
cated because  a  term  is  not  found  in  this  list.  It  is  simply 
impossible  to  make  such  a  list  absolutely  exhaustive  :  and 
this  one  includes  merely  the  terms  of  its  kind  that  are  re- 
corded in  dictionaries,  with  a  few  others  that  are  common.
